The court holds 3Tr 
Justice HUUer delivering the opinion, that 
the property in the bank, called a share 
10 distinct from the capital of the bank, 
and that a share as the property oC tho 
shareholder may be taxed although the 
stock of the bank mav be ill imested 
in United States securities.

such mortgage to apply by petition to the

the facts, -whereupon the said court shall 
appoint a day for the hearing of such pe- 
tition, and shall direct service of a copy of 
such petition, with notice of the time and 
place of hearing, to be made upon the 
mortgages or his representatu e, or the 
assignee 
of such 
mortgage 
or his 


representatives, and if it shall appear 
totha satisfaction of said court on the 
hearing of said petition, that ten years 
have elapsed since the first instalment 
thereof was due, and no pavment been 
made or demanded of the said mortgage 
or any instalment of the same which may 
have come due or of any interest thereon, 
then said court shall, by a proper order or 
decree, require tho Recorder of (feeds of 
said county to enter satisfaction of record 
upon said mortgage, and thereafter the 
same shall be deemed and Ukcu to be 
fully paid, satisfied and extinguished."
